John W. Doerdelmann Routs 
Negroes in Pistol Duel After 
Fight in House, 


WOUNDS ARE DANGEROUS 


Police Arrive as Intruders Flee 
and Find Booty i: the 
Back Yard. 


John W. Doerdelmann fougnt a duel 
with two negro burglars in his home, 
ro44 Pennsylvania avenue, at 12:35 a. 
m, Saturday and although he was shot 
end otherwise seriously wounded, he 
routed the intruders and saved his valu- 
ables. 

The negroes entered the house by cut- 
ting the wire screen from the bathroom 
window. They entered Doerdelmann’s 
bedroom and were making off with his 


clothing and jewelry when he awoke. 
Doerdelmann saw only one negro and 
grappled with him. The two were ex- 
changing blows .when the second negro 
went to the aid of his confederate. 

Doerdelmann did not- quit when he saw 
the odds against him, but obtained his 
revolver, and, with it as a club; was 
teating the negroes right and left when 
they retreated to the back porch. There 
one of the negroes drew a revolver -and 
fired at Doerdelmann. Doerdelmann re- 
turned the fire. Half a dozen shots had 
heen exchanged when policemen arrived. 
The negroes escaped. 

Doerdelmann has a bullet wound in 
the palm of his left hand and a danger- 
ous scalp wound from a blow with a 
**billy.’’ 

The policemen found Doerdelmann’s 
ciothing and jewelry in the back yard. 
Doerdelmann was taken to the office of 
Dr. Robert H. Lillemann, 3128 Cherokee 
street, where his wounds were treated. 
His condition is said to be serious.

JUDGE DENIES AID TO 
‘ MOTORMAN SIMMONS 


Refuses to Modify Sentenc of 
Man Who Attacked D. L, Price 
With a Controller Handle. 


Judge McQuillin refused Saturday to 
modify the verdict in the case of De- 
Witt Simmons, formerly a motorman on 
the Delmar-Olive line, and Simmons 
must either appeal to a higher court 
or pay a fine of $100 and costs and serve 
30 days in jail. 

Simmons was convicted last week of 
assaulting David L. Price of 4217 Del- 
mar boulevard. Price got into an argu- 
ment with the conductor of Simmons’ 
car March 30- about stopping at a cer- 
tain corner. Witnesses testified Sim- 
mons had walked back from the for- 
ward vestibule and struck ‘Price on the 
head with the controller handle, knock- 
ing him senseless.

TAFT WILL VETO. 
~ RECIPROCITY BILL 
~ FITIS AMENDED 


By Long-Distance Telephone 
President Makes Determina- 
tion Known to Sénators. 





WASHINGTON, June. 24--It became 
known at the capital today that-Presi- 
dent Taft, talking over the long-distance 
telephone from Providence last night, 
repeated to several senators his deter- 


mination to veto the Canadian -reci- 
procity bill in case any amendment is 


added to it. 


Senators accept the President’s ulti- 
matum on reciprocity as applicable to 
modifications which might be made at 
the instance of RepubTicans as well as 
Democrats and say that it would have 
the effect of preventing any agreements 
on amendments for tariff changes. 

Many senators have received telegrams 
and letters announcing a purpose on 
the part of constituents to test the con- 
stitutionality of the proposed reciprocity 
law, if it receives less than a two-thirds 
majority in the Senate. This position is 
taken on the ground that, as the bill 
carried into effect the provisions of a 
treaty, it should receive the vote in the 
Senate necessary to render a treaty ef- 
fective. The friends of the measure do 
not concede the point, but they are 
claiming the two-thirds.

British Have 167 Vessels on Dis- 
play in 12 Square Miles of 


Floating Forts. 





PORTSMOUTH, England, June 24,— 
Never before: has such an armada 
been brought together for review by 
a monarch as was assembled in the 
narrow water of the Solent on this, 
the navy’s day, in the round of cor- 
onation pageantry. 

Ranged in a parallelogra s‘*x 
miles {n length and two miles broad, 
floated 167 British warships and 18 
vessels representing 17 foreign na- 
tions. 

The aggregate tonnage of the Brit- 
is!, craft alone was over one million, 
as compared with a little more than 
one-half this total present at Queen 
Victoria’s Diamond Jubilee review in 
1897. This aggregation of Britizh 
dreadnoughts and smaller sisters rep- 
resented approximately the huge out- 
lay of $400,000,0Q0, while if the value 
of the 18 foreign warships is addei 
there was moored in this historic 
roadstead of Spitshead an interna- 
tional war fleet\ representing a totel 
initial expenditure of $500,000;000. 

Dressed from stem to stern in a riot 
of bunting, the gray lines of the war- 
ships, with a background formed by the 
blue coast line of the Isle of Wight, 
made a niagnificent spectacle. A strong 
southwesterly breeze blowing across the 
anchorage raised a choppy sea, and, in- 
cidentally, conflicting emotions in many 
among the scores of thousands of spec- 
tators who viewed the scene from the 
multitude of beflagged excursion craft 
crowding the roadstead. 


Small Craft Like Gulls, 
At noon picket boats from all the 


warships covered the review area like a 
flight of gulls, warning off the fleet of 
excursion vessels, and from then on un- 
tii the King’s yacht weighed anchor for 
‘a réturn to the harbor none but official 
oraft were permitted within the review- 
ing lines. 

The sun was shining brightly when 
King George and Queen Mary with 
their suites left the naval port aboard 
the royal. yacht Victoria and Albert, 
which was followed by His Majesty’s 
yacht Alexandra, “the admiralty yachi 
Enchantress and the Commander-in- 
Chief's yacht Fire Queen. 

All the vantage points at the mouth 
of the harbor on the shores to the 
southward and along the sea front on 
the north and stretching far to the east- 
ward of South Sea Castle were black 
with masses of people, who cheered 
themselves hoarse as the flotilla passed 
almost within a stone’s throw of South 
Sea’s marine promenade. 


Delaware the Biggest. 
An additional c nvoy of four torpedo 


boat destroyers picked up the royal 
yachts before they reached the review 
waters and showed the way up and 
down the lines of the fleet. 

The American battleship Delaware, 
the fourth in the line and the biggest 
battleship in the huge fleet, early 
focused the attention. The vessel was 
ressed over all with great arches of 
bunting @hrown from stem to stern over 
a trellis of masts. The sides of the 
craft were manned with cheering blue- 
jackets and her band played the national 
anthem common both to America and 
Great Britain. 

Aboard the Delaware was a large 
party of Americans, the guests. of 
@Apt. Gove and his officers, These 
included Secretary Phillips of the 
American Embassy at London and 
Mrs. Phillips; Mrs. Robert Bacon, w fe 
of the American Ambassador to 
France, and family; J. Coleman Dray- 
ton, American Consul-General, and 
Mrs. Griffiths and Commander Ed- 
ward Simpson, American attache rt 
London. : ; 

At the completion of the royal 
progress of the Victoria and Albert 
and the Alexandra, the latter with 
the foreign-envoys, together with che 
accompanying vessels, took up their 
moorings in a group, the Victoria and 
Albert being 4tationed in the center 
of the line of foreign warships. 

King Receives Officers. 


His Majesty then received the British 
flag officers and foreign flag officers 
and the commanders of all foreign war- 
ships not carrying a flag officer, Capt. 
Gove of the Delaware and the other com- 
manders boarding the royal yacht and 
being received by the King on the quar- 
ter-deck. The visiting officers were in- 
troduced to the King by Sir Arthur 
Moore and were also. presented to the 
Queen and the Prince of Wales, who 
stood beside His Majesty on the quarter- 
deck.

Government Charges. 

The late Edward H. Harriman was 
named as the principal individual de- 
fendant, but joined with him were 
Jacob H. Schiff, Otto H, Kahn, James 
Stillman, the late Henry H. Rogers, 
Henry C. Frick and William A. Clark. 
The Government charged that it was 
through these individuals that the 
allegeq illegal combination in re- 
straint of trade was promoted. 

The Government charged that the 


Judge Adams prefaced his. opinion 
with the statement that the Government 
must prove that the restraint in trade, 
alleged in the Dill, must be substantial 
in character as the direct and immedi- 
ate effect of the combination. He said 
that the important feature of the 
complaint was that the Union Pacific 
acquired a controlling interest in the 
Southern Pacific, and that as tho re- 
sult there had been & dstruction or re- 
striction of free competition in trans- 
continental commerce. The determina- 
tion of the question, Judge Adams held, 
depended upon whether these lines 
were or could have been independent 
and substantial competitors before the 
merger. 

After analyzing all of the facts pro- 
duced in the case, Judge Adams con- 
cluded “that cdénsidered in their natural, 
reasonable and practical aspect and 
given their appropriate relative sig- 
nification, they do not make the Union 
Pacific a substantial competitor for 
transcontinental business with the 
Southern Pacific in or prior to the year 


1901.”"

THE HOPE OF REFORM. 

The assurance that the reciprocity bill is not 
endangered by the new coalition of insurgents 
and Democrats in the Senate is gratifying news. 
The prediction of Senator Penrose that the coali- 
tion will fail is not as gratifying as his prophecy 
that the reciprocity bill will pass. 

The statement that Democratic Senators who 
support the reciprocity bill and whose support is 
its bulwark will not favor any amendment indi- 
cates that the Democrats have not lost their 
heads and are not deceived by the tempting plan 
of the insurgents to sidetrack reciprocity for a 
broader scheme of tariff revision. 

The reciprocity measure is only an entering 
wedge in the tariff wall, but it represents,a defin- 
ite gain. It is the one bill of all that have 
been proposed which is in no danger of a veto 
from the President. Its passage through the Sen- 
ate would assure the beginning of tariff reform. 
It would clear the way for other and more radical 
measures. There is no certainty that the revised 
woolen schedule and the farmers’ free list can be 
enacted. It is.fairly certain that the tagging of 
any amendment to the reciprocity bill will result 
in its defeat. The more tariff revision the better, 
but the adoption of the reciprocity bill in its 
original form is of first importance. 

The most notable and conspicuous feature of the 
present 'situation in Congress is Democratic sanity 
and efficiency in contrast with Republican con- 
fusion and turmofl. It strengthens the hope that 
the party of opposition will develop into a party 
of construction. The whole scheme of reform 
legislation depends upon the realization of this 
hope.

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THE UNDERGROUND WIRE DISTRICT. 

It-should require no elaborate argument to con- 
vince the Municipal Assembly that the proposed 
addition of'20 blocks to the‘district in which wires 
must be placed underground is only modest prog- 
ress. The measure is not, as a matter of fact, 
sufficiently inelusive. It still permits overhead 
wires in the alleys, and wires in the alleys are 
as obstructive and dangerous, if not so unsightly, 
as those in the streets.

Not only 
should the underground district be extended, but

TURN ON THE LIGHT. 

Senator Culberson of Texas has introduced 
& resolution directing the committee on priv- 
ileges and elections to investigate the amount 
of money paid to committees or individuals of 
all present parties in the campaigns of lt 
and 1908. 

The committee is further instructed to report 
what measures “are necessary to further pro- 
hibit or curtail such: subscriptions and payments 
80 as to lessen and confine them to proper and 
legitimate objects” and also “prevent the undue 
or corrupt use of money in such elections.” 

It is highly desirable that this resolution be 
adopted and that the committee investigate not 
only the use of money but “all " the political 
practices by which a President is nominated 
and elected. No information which Congress 
would furnish to the people would be more use- 
ful or instructive, | 

We have heard a great deal about publicity 
for corporations; but the United States Govern- 
ment js the greatest of all corporations. Its 
President is the most powerful official known 
to any highly civilized nation. No European 
monarch except the Czar of Russia and the Sul- 
tan of Turkey, holds so much authority in his 
own hands. Yet how much do the American 
people know about the inside processes of nom- 
inating and electing a President? 

In 1904 after Mr. Roosevelt had taken his 
Secretary of Commerce, charged with the duty 
of investigating great corporations, and made 
him chairman of the Republican National Com- 
mittee, charged with the duty of collecting 
campaign tribute from these corporations, .the 
Post-Dispatch and New York World submitted 
these questions to the President: 

1. How much has the Reef Trust contributed to

2. How mach has the Paper Trust contributed 
to Mr. Cortelyouf 

3. How much has the Coal Trust contributed to

These questions were never ‘officially answered. 

We know that the Beef Trust contributed 
money to the Roosevelt campaign fund becausé 
Mr. Armour boasted that it did. 

We know that the great life insurance com- 
panies contributed at least $150,000 of their 
policy holders’ money, because the facts were 
brought out during the Armstrong investiga- 
tion by Mr. Hughes. 

We know that the Oil Trust contributed 
$100,000, because Mr. Roosevelt claimed to have 
ordered the money returned. 

We know that Mr. Harriman raised $250,000 
after his visit to the White House, and boasted 
that by the use of this money “at least 50,000 
votes were turned in the city of New York 
alone, making a difference of 100,000 votes in 
the general result.” 

What the other trusts contributed has never 
been made public; but one of Mr. Morgan’s 
partners helped raise a Roosevelt campaign fund 
in New York and another helped raise Mt in 
Philadelphia. 

Along with the abuse of money in presidential 
elections is the abuse of patronage. 
ident of the United States is ex-officio the boss 
of the greatest: political machine in the world. 
Through the power of patronage Mr. Roosevelt 
nominated himself in 1904 although most of the 
party leaders were against him. Through the 
power of patronage he nominated Mr. Taft in 
1908. Through the power of patronage Mr. Taft 
will re-nominate himself in 1912. Mr. Roose- 
velt cannot prevent it, because Taft now con- 
trols the machine that Roosevelt controlled four 
years ago. 3 

The constitutiom defines the manner in which 
a President is theoretically elected; but nobody 
has: ever vet described accurately the manner 
and process by which he is really elected. Com- 
plete information has never been available, and 
hever will be available until Congress itself lets 
in the light. 

What higher service can this Congress render 
to Republican institutions and Republican Govy- 
ernment than to enact such civil service laws 
as will make it certain that a candidate for 
President represents the actual choice of his 
party and that an elected President represents 
the actual choice’ of the people? The ground 
work for such legislation lies in a full and fair 
presentation of all the facts that relate to the 
power of patronage and the power of money in 
presidential campaigns.

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CLOUD IN DEMOCRATIC SKY.

The single weak spot in the situation 
is New York—but that is an exception 
whose significance is enormous andj 
which may easily prove fatal. When 
the time comes for voting for the next 
President, there are certainly thousands 
of voters in this State, with strong lean- 
ings to the Democratic side, whose first 
thought will be not of Taft, or of Wil- 
son, or of Harmon, but of Tammany. 
The men that voted for Dix last No- 
vember because they were tired of the 
Republican tariff policy, or disliked

“There were the best of reasons, in 
the interest of sound transportation 
methods, that this direct connection 
westward to the coast should be un- 
der Union Pacific’s own control, But 
the Southern Pacific owned this Cen- 
tral Pacific line, and the two were 
so tied up by interchange of secur!- 
tles that the only apparent way for 
Union Pacific to acquire its normal 
and legitimate connection westward 
was to obtain such interest in the 
Southern Pacific stock as should en- 
sure ne control of the proper- 
ties owned by the Southern Pacific, 
which would include the line from 
Ogden, Utah, to the Pacific Coast.
